The President still had before him 
today appropriation bills passed re- 
cently by Congress, and it seemed 
doubtful whether any of them would 
be signed this week. The President 
was understood to feel that the meas- 
ures, carrying appropriations of more 
than $2,000.000,000, deserved delib- 
erate consideration. 

It was indicated at the White 
House that the President was devot- 
ing considerable attention to the 
rider on the agricultural bill repeal- 
ing the daylight saving law. He has 
before him many petitions, some 
urging that he sign the bill and 
others that he veto it. So far as could 
be ascertained, the President's mind 
still was open. 

The President was holding himself 
in readiness today to meet the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee in- 
formally or in formal session and 
also to confer with Senators who 
might desire to discuss the peace 
treaty.

“Armour, Wilson and Morris have

Ear- 
ly in 1917. Armour & Co., first un 
dertook the handling of rice, and in 
that one year sold more than 16.,- 
000,000 pounds of rice, thus becom- 
ing at a single move, on the state- 
ment of the vice president of the 
company, ‘the greatest rice mer- 
chant in the world.’ During this 
period the wholesale price of rice 
increased 65 per cent. 

Absorb Wholesalers’ Stock. 

“Even the oldest and most strens- 
ly established wholesaling houses find 
that line after line of their merchan- 
dise is being absorbed by the pack- 
branch house emi. k'irst the 
packer encroached the handling 
of butter, eggs and cheese, then on 
canned goods, and on various kinds 
of ‘package pgoods;’ and now are 
handling increasing quantities of 
rice, coffee and other staples. 

“In 1917, the Big Five's combined 
sales of meats and all other commod 
ities totaled $2?.127,.245.000: in 1918 
they were over $3,000,000.000 

The Big Five in 1916, according to 
comn figures, slaughtered 82.2 
per cent of all cattle slaughtered 
interstate siaughterers; 86.4 per cent 
of all sheep; 76.6 per cent of all 
calves, and 61.2 per cent of swine. 

“As to both cattle and sheep,” 
report states, ‘“‘the percentage of con- 
trol by these’ five concerns consti- 
tutes a monopolistic position, con- 
sidering the harmony with which the 
five work together in their purchase 
of animals and the extensiveness of 
their distributing systems These 
combined percentages of control in- 
dicate a potential degree of influence 
over the price paid to the produce 
and over the price paid by the 
sumer, sufficient, if exercised, to 
count for a large share of the suspi- 
cions and complaints that have arisen 
over the meat industry.’ 

Slaughter of Hogs. 


The explanation of the 
cent slaughter of hogs lies, the report 
points out, in the nature of the prod- 
ucts. The advantage of the big pack- 
er to utilize by-products most effi- 
ciently has less scope in hog slaugh- 
ter only some 10 per cent of 
the live hog goes to by-products as 
against 20 per cent of cattle. Als», 
the big packers lose the special ad- 
vantage of their highly developed re- 
frigeration and private car-line sys- 
tems, cured hog products do 
not require refrigeration in shipping 
For these reasons, the report stated, 
nearly all the independent intersta:e 
Slaughterers confine their interstate 
trade to cured hog products: and in 
fresh meats di principally a local 
business 

Including besides 
Slaughterers, all wholesale local or 
interstate slaughterers, the Big Five 
percentages of slaughter in numbers 
head are: Cattle, 74,5; sheep, 
78.5; calves, 62.5; swine, 66.9. 
“The ability of the large packers 

undersell the small slaughterer 
“ally.” says the report, “is a po- 
tent weapon, even if unused, to keep 
him from undertaking any aggressive 
campaign to increase his 
The branch houses and ‘peddler car’ 
routes of the Chicago packers cover 
the country with such a network 
that the local slaughterer realizes 
that he cannot maintain himself 
against their distributing system if 
he should attract their unfavorable 
attention by aggressively trying to 
increase his volume of business. The 
local packer, though able to compete 
in the local market, fears to exert 
his full powers His strong tend- 
ency is to come in ‘under the um- 
brella’ of big packer prices and 
content himself with a modest share 
of the nearby business. Evidence 
on this point and on competitive con- 
ditions generally is given in other 
parts of the report.” 

Mostly Holdings of Meats. 

Average monthly holdings of non- 
perishable meats during 1916, the 
report shows, were for the Big Five, 
as against all other interstate slaugh- 
terers; of frozen beef, 95.0 per cent: 
smoked ham and bacon, 64.1 per 
cent; dry salt pork, 69.8; pickled 
pork, 70.5; total meats from swine, 
70.0. 

The Big Five control of interstate 
Slaughter at the 12 great packing 
centers——-Chicago, Kansas City, Oma- 
Louls, New ¥York City, St. 
Joseph, Fort Worth. St. Paul, Sioux 
City, Oklahoma City,, Denver and 
Wichita—was during 1916, 94.4 per 
cent of cattle; 89.1 calves; 94.3 sheep 
and lambs; and 81 swine. 

“In the Chicago market—the larg- 
est in the country—the Big Five 
Slaughter 87.1 per cent of all cattle 
slaughtered there for interstate com- 
merce; 93.6 per cent of calves, 96.5 
and lambs and 67.3 swine,” 
the report states. ‘In the remain- 
ing 11 cities they have 97.6 per cent 
of the total cattle slaughter

A war in which they had been bled white to — 
the terror that lay concealed in every balance 0 
power must not end in a mere victory of arm: and 
a new balance. The monster that had resorted to 
arins must be put in chains that could not be broken. 
The united power of free nations must put 4 stop 
to aggression, and the world must be given peace. 

The only question is whether we can refuse the 
moral leadership that is offered us, whether we 
shall accept or reject the confidence of the world. 
—President Wilson's Senate Address. 


The reasons why there must be a League of Nations 


and why America should not only join with other na- 
tions in the League, but take the leadership thrust upon 
us in establishing it upon a firm foundation—these were 
the themes of the President's address to the Senate. 


He laid the basis for a discussion of the merits of the 


peace covenant by first demonstrating the necessity of 
© covenant. 

The picture he drew of the results of the war and the 
victory—the dissolution of the Central Empires and 
Turkey, the freeing of subject peoples, the birth of new 
nations, the delimiting of their territories, the enforce- 
ment of peace terms—these and hundreds of other prob- 
lems growing out of the war and the victory of the 
allies lead irresistibly to the necessity of an organiza- 
tion of free nations to deal with them in the future. 

The results of the war and the complicated prob- 
lems growing out of the victory were due in large 
measure to our entrance into the war and the high aims 
we defined and sought as our sole compensation for our 
labors and sacrifices. 

Speaking of the League as the only instrument by 
which the problems of the victory could be worked out 
and as the hope of mankind for relief from the ever- 
recurring horrors and sacrifices of war, the President | 
asks, ‘Shall we or any other free people hesitate to ac-| 
cept this great duty? Dare we reject it and break the 
heart of the world?” | 

The League came into being, therefore, not because 
one statesman or a group of statesmen willed it, but 
because the vital and complicated and various ques- 
tions raised by the war and the allied victory for 
justice and freedom made it a necessity. There was 
no other way to rescue stricken communities, to pro- 
tect weak peoples organizing self-government or to re- 
strain greed, aggression and conflict, except by the 
co-operation of the nations to substitute reason and law 
and right for lust and force and militarism. 

Mr. Wilson has made a good beginning, but his Sen- 
ate address is only a beginning. In his picture of the 
task confronting the peace conference, his demonstra- 
‘tion of the nécessity of a League of Nations and his 
eloquent appeal to the spirit of America to carry on 
the work we have undertaken for the rights and liber-. 
ties of men he has only laid a foundation for a suc- 
cessful campaign.
